A life of Christian devotion 
has paid off for Sue and George 
Royal. 

The patriarch of Glades 
department stores and his wife 
have been chosen as this year's 
Family of the Year by the Belle 
Giade Jr. Woméh's Club. © In 
typical Royal fashion the two of 
them talked it over with God 
before accepting the honor and 
allowing this story to be written 
about them.

Yet, the story of these two 
Glades pioneers is a most 
remarkable one. They started 
with absolutely nothing 46 years 
ago and today are part of a chain 
that stretches from Indiantown 
and Okeechobee all thé way over 
to Immokalee. 

The happiest night of George 
and Sue Royal's life turned out to 
be the most disastrous. They 
were wed the night of Sept. 15, 
1928 in Canoochee, Ga., Sue's 
home town.

“We were both going with 
somebody else at the time,” Sue 
explains.

Times got even harder and the 
Royals moved to Atlanta. 
George went to work for $12 a 
week at a Colonial store. 

“Then I got to thinking about 
the fertile soil down here," 
George recalled. “A boy who 
used to work with me was 
working withr American Express. 
We got in an old Model A and 


` headed for the Glades. 


“I got a job as a store keeper 
in Clewiston with U.S.Sugar," he 
said. “I got $125 a month and 
Sue helped me in the store. Larry 
(his oldest son) was on the way 
then. We saved -the money we 
made while living in a small room 
behind the store. I sold some 
used cars on the side, as well. We 
bought a cow and sold enough 
milk to pay for our groceries.” 

It was in 1931 with a capital 
investment. of $600 that the 
Royal chain started. 

It was a small beginning to be 
sure. Both Royal and a man 
named Wells put up $300 apiece 


for a small store in Bean City 
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's Belle Glade Chamber of Commerce Regatta.

Active support for a 
propased. iy halk was cut to 
one one Belle Glade City. 
Commissioner as three went on 
record opposing bringing it up 
anytime soon and another 
counselled ‘waiting. 

City Commissioner Tom 
Altman was the only member of 
the commission arguing for 
continuing with plans for the 
city complex after the commis- 
sion rejected a month .ago to 
reject earlier plans. 

Major Aubrey Farmer and 
Commissioners Ralph Kirk and 
William Grear went on record 
against doing anything in the 
near future but went along with 
Commissioner Bill Bailey's 
proposal to hold a workshop on 
it the first Monday in February 
1975. 

Farmer, Grear, and Kirk 
argued they weren't opposed to 
building a new city hall but felt 
the city should first take care of 
more pressing problems. 

“I figure the money we got,” 
Farmer said, “we ought to 
spend on sewer, garbage and 
getting the streets fixed and 
what we have left over, build a 
new city hall with it.” 

Farmer ‘noted the city 
commission had given Miami 
architect Homer Daniel a price 
tag of $750,000 for a new city 
hall and fire'station. = _ 

"Im not going to spend a 
million dollars for a new city 


Fi “said. “Y'all can 
ME you want to but Tor 
lo vole against it.” 

"I don't want to spend a 
million: dollars on a city hall 
either,” i 
against it too. We all did but we 
should be thinking in terms of a 
paekage instead of just a new 
city hall. 

"We have sewer and water 
programs," he said, "but there's 
no connection between a new 
city hall and sewer and 
garbage. 

"Ten years ago," Altman 
said, "this city commission said 
that next year, the top priority 
would be a new city complex 
and we're no further along now 
than we were then."

Kirk and Grear agreed in 
saying they were against doing 
anything at all on the city hall 
until improvements have been 
made in the city's sewer and 
water systems. 

Altman argued the city 
already has a program set up to 
make those improvements and 
the city hall is a budgeted item

^ Center helps alcoholics 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Last week we 
began a two-part series on the 


Community Action Migrant Program's ` 


Alcohol Rehabilitation Center newly 
located in South Bay. 

Director William H. King was 
explaining why clients who accept care 
at the center won't be drinking there. 


“He said Antabuse is a drug 
which makes it impossible to 
drink without becoming violently 
ill. 

One patient at the centre said 
he had begun taking Antabuse 
"because I decided I wanted to 
stop drinking entirely. I'd had 
enough.” and found out the hard 
way what Antabuse does. 

He said hé began coughing 
about three weeks after beginning 
treatment and, without thinking it 
contained alcohol, took a dose of 
cough syrup. 

“Мап, I like to've died," he 
said. ''They took me to the doctor 
and he cured me but I thought I 
was dead. If you ever get on this 
stuff, 


cough syrup or swallow any 
mouth wash.'' 

King said a typical case 
occurred recently when a 


sheriff's deputy found a woman in 
a cane field. She was drunk and 
the deputy brought her to the 
centre. 

The case was complicated by 
the fact that the woman was also 
recovering from three bullet 
wounds received the previous 
weekend, 

King said the wounds had been 
bandaged but were oozing blood 
and puss and had to be cleaned 
and treated again. 

After getting the wounds 
treated at Glades General Hospi- 
tal, King said the woman was 
being transported to the alcohol 
rehab center on the coast when 
she began having convulsions. 

"It wasn't until then," King 
said,’’that we found she was an 
epileptic too. But this is the type of 
person we see here. 

“One of the first things I'd like 
to do,” he said, is to raise funds 
to get a station wagon and a 
hospital cot so we can transport 
people like that.” 

"Other projects for the immed- 
iate future, King said, include 
finding two half-way houses in the 
community, one for men and 
another for women. 

He said the centre can 
accommodate 26 men and women 
and ow has 13 patients staying 
there. He said theré has been no

King said many of the 
in-patients at the centre are 
working during the day and 


staying at the centre at night," 


undergoing counselling and group 
therapy. 

In some cases the counselling 
begins in area courts when Court 
Counsellor Harvey Poole Jr. talks 
to the judge to. see if some 
defendants wouldn't be better 
served by treating them for their 


drinking probléms rather than 
putting them in jail. 
"One of the problems,'' Poole 


said, “is to decide whether the guy 
is sincere or whether he's trying 
to do a snow job.” 

After Jan 1, when state law will 
forbid the arrest of a person for 
publie drunkeness, a circuit judge 
will be able to order a chronic 
drinker committed to the centre. 

But even now, a judge can give 
a defendant, who may be charged 
with disorderly conduct and 
associated charges, a choice of the 
centre or a jail sentence. 

If the patient is admitted, the 
centre gives regular reports to the 
judge on the progress of the client. 

Once a client is admitted, he 
undergoes one-on-one counselling 
by a staff member. King said 
Edward Amos із the chief 
counsellor but case loads are also 
carried by staff members Becky 
Cook, Eva Cook and Bernadette 
Wright. 

One form of therapy the centre 
offers is, once the client decides 
he wants to stop or begin 
controlling his drinking, helping 
him or her decide what he wants 
tormake of his life in the future. 

Part Of this is providing {ће 
patient with the confidence needed 
to get a job and function as a 
member of society. Part is 
deciding what he wants to become 
and do with a new life. 

And part is educating the 
public. 

“One of our biggest jobs,” King 
said, “is to remove the stigma of 
alcoholism. There's a tremendous 
difference between the man who 
says, “I am an alcoholic’ and the 
one who says, “I killed a man.”
